F la x -B a g g in g 


Th e first flax-bagging indus­ 
trial op eration in th e United 
States was establish ed by Col. 
Joh n Dement in Dixon in 18 65 
and a p ermanent mill erected 
to h ouse th is new industry was 
built a y ear later. 


Flax-bagging was a meth od 
of making an inexp ensive cloth 
covering in wh ich cotton from 
th e fields of th e South was 
wrap p ed and p acked for trans­ 
p ortation to north ern cotton fab­ 
ric mills. 
In February 18 67, th e Dixon 
mill began op erations on a full­ 
time basis under th e ownersh ip 
of Jerome and Downing and 
th eir names were used to desig­ 
nate th e mill. 
Building Size 
Th e original building, 45 by 76 
feet in size and two stories h igh , 
soon was turning out 1,400 y ards 
of baling cloth p er day . After 
th ree y ears of op eration, th e de­ 
mand was so great for flax-bag­ 
ging th at it was necessary to ex­ 
tend th e factory building to th e 
rear anoth er 60 feet: making 
th e wh ole building 45 by 140 feet 
and increasing th e cap acity of 
th e mill to 3,200 y ards of cloth a 
day by 18 8 1. Th at y ear th e mill 
emp loy ed over 50 men, women 
and girls. 
Th e mill used 9,000 p ounds of 
tow (flax or h emp fibre) p er 
day , wh ich Col. Dement manu­ 
factured h imself from flax straw 


delivered by th e tralncar load 
twice p er week. Th e mill ran at 
full cap acity for 280 day s each 
y ear, th us turning 1,260 tons of 
flax tow into baling cloth each 
y ear. 


Most 
of 
th e 
p roduct 
was 
sh ip p ed south to Memp h is and 
Louisville and some to St. Lou­ 
is, from wh ere it was distrib­ 
uted to th e cotton fields. Th ere 
it was used to enclose bales of 
cotton for sh ip ment. 


Carries Lincoln 
It is interesting to note th at 
th e Downing mentioned above 
was Col. Obadiah J . Downing, 
one of th e five men wh o carried 
th e wounded Abrah am Lincoln 
from 
Ford’s 
Th eatre 
to 
th e 
h ouse across th e street wh ere h e 
later died on th e nigh t of Ap ril 
4, 18 65. Downing came to Dixon 
in February 18 67, after th e Civil 
War and stay ed in th e flax- 
bagging business in Dixon for 
two y ears. 


He th en turned to farming and 
later entered th e agricultural 
imp lement 
business 
in 
Dix­ 
on and retired in 18 92. Downing 
h ad met Dement during th e Ci­ 


vil War and it was p robably th is 
meeting th at later brough t h im 
to Dement’s h ometown and first 
emp loy ment h ere. 


Th e Dixon flax-bagging busi-' 
ness continued until th e later 
p art of th e 18 8 0’s and th en grad­ 
ually died out. Production of 
cotton in th e South continued, 
h ut baling cloth became avail­ 
able nearer to th e fields and 
sh ip ment costs from Dixon be­ 
came too h igh for th e field own­ 
ers to afford. Because flax-clotli 
was a very inexp ensive and ra­ 
th er flimsy material it never be­ 
came a h igh ly p roduced item for 
th e dress or cloth -making indus­ 
try .

British radio astronom ers dis­ 
cov ered them last su m m er bu t 
didn’t report their findings to 
the scientific world u ntil late in 
Febru ary .

Declaring the discov ery has 


astou nded astronom ers throu gh­ 
ou t the world, Kellerm ann said 
most radio astronom ers in the 
United States and abroad—in­ 
clu ding himself—believ e the sig­ 
nals are probably coming from 
“neu tron states.”
